United States and Mexico have 
agreed to resume fun diplomatic 
relations. 
Formal announcement of the agree- 


ment was made by the State Depart- 
ment 


The restoration of relations ca£- 


ned with it full recognition by the 
United States of the government of 
President Obregon 
It results from 
the negotiations recently concluded in 
Mexico City by Charles B "Warren 
and John Barton Pavne. The Ameri- 
can embassy at Mexico City and the 
Mexican embassy here are to be re- 
•tored at once to official standing for 
the first time since the col.ap-e or 
the Carranza regime in 1920 and ail 
pending claims will be submitted to 
•pecially appointed comm ssioners for 
Battlement 
The signing of the two claims con- 


ventions provided for in the report 
of the American commissioners will 
be one of the first acts after the re- 
sumption o£« relations 
These conventions have been ap- 


proved by the two governments and 
the- affixing of signatures is expect- 
ed to take place -within two or three 
weeks 
Acting Secretary Phillips announced 
the resolution to renew diplomatic 
relations in a. formal statement issued 
at noon.

On Feb. 6, 1917. Mexico promulgat- 
ed a new constitution replacing the 
constitution of 1857 
In it was in- 
corporated article 27 affirming that 
title to mineral and other suosoil de- 
posits were vested -n Mex can sub- 
jects, and that only Mexicans and 
Mexican companies had the right to 
acquire concessions and develop min- 
eral fuel within the republic. 
A foreigner might acquire the right 
only if he renounced the privilege 
of recourse for redress to his govern- 
ment through diplomatic 
channels. 
Whether or not the article was retro- 
active has been the stickling po>nt

The Missouri Supreme 


Court ousted each of the nineteen St 
Louis lumber companies composing 
the Exchange, assessed fine totaling 
$96,000 and ousted the Exchange it- 
self 
X'r 
The court sustained the attorney 
general in holding that the combina- 
tion violated the 
State 
ant'-trust 
laws, even though it did not directly 
fix prices. So far as is known, it is 
the first decision of any State court 
on the points involved and follows 
closely the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court last jear in the 
hardwood lumber cases, according to 
Attorney General Barrett 


After the anti-trust decisions of 
Federal and State courts some fifteen 
5 ears ago, holding that it was illegal 
for competitors to come together amd 
agree upon prices, lawyers over the 
country began searching for a rrethorl 
which would keep within the law and 
yet advance the interests of their 
clients, the attorney general =aid 


A plan was found -which IT"-

generally called "The open price as- 
sociation plan,.' accoidin-, ui~ 
rett, whereby completing companies 
formed a central association -with a 
manager and secretary and reported 
to it all prices on sales bv members 
The association regulated the terms of 
credit and the seneifl ht'«; ->-~- 
tices of its members, and provided 
for 
cooperation that vv i, 
r. 
stopped short of the actual fixing of 
prices

plucked from the heads of stenogra- 
phers in the Baltlmdre Custom House 
were used by F. C. Hingsburg, assis- 
tant superintendent of the United 
States lighthouse Service, in experi- 
ments which have resulted in the in- 
veotion 'of an apparatus that automat- 
ically controls fog bells and -wnistles 


Before Mr Hingsburg began these 
experiments a "sun valve" already 
had been invented by him to control 
offshore light buoys. 
By means of 
these valves darkness itself switch- 
ed on the light 
Daylight switched it 


off. 
Light buoys so controlled ope- 
rate for as ''ong- as a year without 
human aid. 
But fog presented a different prob- 
lem 
Clockwork could not be used to 


operate the signals, as'fogs occurred 
at no regular intervals. The "sun 
valve" was useless because light -was 
not the" determining factor. -So six, 
years ago 3jlrs. Hingsburg began his 
experiments. 
He Borrowed several longr hairs 


from stenographers at the Custom 
House 
Some of the hairs -were red, 
others light, still others dark. Thee 
the stenographers ooted a peculiar lit- 
tle apparatus set up in a -windows!!! of 
the Custom House. It would remain 
for a t^^Je, disappear and return again 
in slightly changed form. 


The Invention was perfected recent- 


ly. Mr Hingsburg had discovered a 
way to make the dreaded fog ba«ke 
themselves sound the warning of their 
approach. 


A number of etrands of human hair, 


each between 16 and 17 Inches long, 
are placed on a frame. At each end 
the hairs are attached to a very sen- 
sitive spring. The hair from a Chi- 
nese queue is used to the apparatus. 
This hair was found to be better suit- 
ed for the machine, being uniformly 
long and tough and Is not oval but 
round. The hairs first are treated to 
remove all grease 
After the apparatus is set up it con- 


nects with electrically driven appara- 
tus which rings the bell'-or blows the 
whistle. "As the fog comes on a*nd the 
atmosphere reaches a point of 85 de- 
grees of humidity the hairs-expand. 
This expansion: -allows the springs to 
Qpntract and sets in motion the Elgnal- 
whieh -warns navigators of a ..dan- 
gerous obstruction. 
After th* fog 
passes the hair gradually dries out, 
contracts and closes the valve, there- 
by stopping the whistle or boll. 


The company to -which Mr. Hings- 
hurg'sold thetinvention is manufac- 
turing them for the United Statej 
government, and already three have 
been placed In operation, o«ie being 
at Lambert's Point, Norfolk, Va

Such a sum brought about the death 


of two boys here, and tho arrest of 
two others, hold for the grand Jury. 
Tho deaths camo by flro while the 
four youngsters -were playing "Indian" 
after tho fashion 
of the 
cheaper 


movies. 
Caleb Hubbard, 18, his brother 
Willlo, 16. Hubert Forman, 1C, and 
Charlie Splndler, 11, were tho actors 
In the tragedy. But only Caleb and 
Hubert are alive to toll the tale. One 
is in Jail in Freehold, tho 
county 
seat; the other is at home tinder ball. 
Here, for the first time, is tho story 


of the tragedy, as they told it, In an 
exclusive interview with NEA Service:

After an afternoon of swimming- 


and baseball, the boys began hky- 
larklng as they turned their steps 
homeward. 
They wanted to have some excite- 
ment, but didn't 
know just what. 


Suddenly, one of them, who had been 
feasting up on detective stones, sug- 
gested: 
"Let's play sleuths." 
In a twlnukllng, Caleb and Hubert 
took the lead. 
As detectives, they 


seized and bound the other two boys 
with twine. Then they put them in 
a. large packing case found in a hol- 
low in the woods, back of the gas 
company's plant 
This was the Jail. 


But this wasn't exciting enough. 


A search was made of the pockets 
of the prisoners. Some matches were 
found. 
""Why not burn the prisoners at the 
stake, like the Indians did?" was the 
idea suggested by one -of the boys 
looking at the match. No quicker 
said than done.*

The two bound boys were stood 
against a tree in lieu of the tradition- 
al stake. A small piece of excelsior 
was fired. 
Ordinarily no harm would have re- 
sulted—but the boys had failed to 
take- into account the 
oil-soaked 
grass. 
Flames shot high in the air. envel- 


oping the two victims. 
Frightened by the cries of the two 
burning boys, Caleb and Hubert dash- 
ed in to free them. They broke the 
twine that bound the boys, burning 
their own hands as they did so. But 
the damage -was done. Willie 
and 


Charlie died soon after.

Scobey, intimate friend of President 
Harding and appointed by him direc- 
tor of the mint, will retire from of- 
ficial life in "Washington October 1. 
Despite an invitation by President 
Coolidge to remain at his post. Mr. 
Scobey informed the "White Houj=3 
•today^tliiat - private'' considerations 
compelled him. "to insis^that "his xc-< 
signation be accepted. Even jf Mr. 
Harding were still in the presidency, 
he said, his decision -would l>e the 
same. 
"White House officials expressed re- 
gret of the resignation, exphasizing 
that ilr. Coohdge had urged the di- 
rector to continue as a part of the 
new administration. 
There was no 
indication that any consideration had 
yet been given the 'question of suc- 
cessor. 
The directorship had been lie-Id by 
Mr. Scobey only a little niore than 
a year, and his appointment was for 
a five year term, not subject ro can- 
cellation by tne president. He *suc- 
ceeded Ray - Baker, 
appointed

President Wilson, on the expiration 
of Mr. Baker's term in 1922. 
Mr. Scobey's retirement will mark 
the second break in the little circle 
of close friends to whom President 
Harding gave appointments in Wash- 
ington.

Mr, Harding's secret- 
ary.

All the work, of the assembly will 
be done in public.

Occasionally, during the last 
year, some session of the council were 
held privately, with resultunt critic- 
ism based on the allegation that, if 
the League, as it gets stronger, yields 
to the temptation to follow the road 
of secrecy, it Is eventually doomed 
to failure because the keynote o_f its 
success must be open covenants open- 
ly arrived at. The assembly general- 
ly discusses not only what the League 
has done during the past year, but 
also what it has not done and should 
do.Each state which is a member of 
the League may be represented by not 
more than three delegates who are 
appointed by and responsible to their 
respective governments. As the work 
-of the League covers many different 
fields of international life, and as the 
sessions are run with th,e greatest 
possible ~expedif*on. many 
countries 
have supplementary delegates and ex- 
pert advisors on various problems. 
Each, however, has 
but one vote.. 
Practically all questions of import-' 
ance can be decided only by unani- 
mous vote. One state could block an 
agreement, if It wished to take the 
responsibility. As a matter of fact 
such a contingency has not arisen in 
the history of the League. One of 
.wo policies have been pursued until 
an Agreement acceptable to all baa 
been reached, or states which felt un- 
able to agree to a definite proposal 
lave abstained from voting, thus al- 
owing the proposal to be adopted by 
the other countries.

Rule XV, Section 6. has been re-. 
worded In order to make clear the 
rights of both sides when more than 
one player signals for a catch, and 
the same is true of Rule XVI, Section 
3 (b) relating to fouls on a forward 
pass. 
In Rule XVH, Sectons-l and 3. the 
word "hand" has been inserted with 
a vew to making clear the fact that 
a ball banded to a player ahead of 
the holder to a forward pass.
